During the Smart they return 
Injury in Kind; and thus a Multiplication of threwd 
Turns begets fuch an Epidemick Itch of Cenfure as we 
now feel. 7 

Having deferibed the Malady, I thall goon with all 
imaginable Chearfulnefs to point out the Remedies. In 
the firft Place, great Pains muft be taken to convince 
fuch as are diftempered, that they are infeéted with 
this Difeafe. Some will fay they are only open-hearted, 
and {peak their Sentiments freely ; as if a Man’s really 
thinking ill of his Neighbour was any Juftification of 
doing him Prejudice. Others plead a Defire of ferving 
their Party ; as if the Merit of being with refpeét to the 
Publick a Knave, could juftify a difhoneft Action in 
Private Life. A third Sort will put it upon Inadvert- 
ence, and alledge they meant nothing, whence they 
would infer their deferving no Blame; which is as rea- 
fonable as if a Man fhould plead Innocence after dif- 
charging a Blunderbufs in the Street, becaufe he had no 
fettled Intent to murder. But when thefe Pretences 
are thoroughly expofed, and Men are brought to a 
Senfe of the Mifchief fuch a Spirit of Inveétive produces 
to the Society of which they are Members, as well as to 
particular Perfons, they may foon be reclaimed ; for 
when cool Refleétion takes place, they difcern that 
themfelves are alfo in the Lift of Sufferers : Since, as 
was long ago hinted by Plutarch, As Ruff gnaws 
Metals, fo does Envy the Mind. hee 

Now that this Humour when general (as it is at pre- 
fent) is extremely prejudicial to the Publick, will eafily 
be prov’d. It mutt neceflarily take away all the Quali- 
ties requifite to make a State flourifh. It muft render 
Men peevith, full of Prejudices, ready to prefer all their 
private Concerns to thofe of the Commonwealth. Hence 
in Councils the Defire of crofling others will end in crof- 
fing the Nation’s Intereft, and the Effects of little dome- 
fick Squabbles will be felt in the moft momentous Af- 
fairs. One Objection may be made to this, that the 
People would foon interpofe ; but whoever makes this 
Objeftion fhews no great Knowledge of their Caft of 
Mind. Perfonal Altercations and particular Quarrels 
are more in their Way than Difputes of a higher Na- 
ture, and therefore they are never more pleafed than 
when fuch are on foot. Hiftory fthews us that thefe 
Debates have been the Fore-runners of publick Difor- 
ders in almoft all States, atid the Reafon is plain, while 
fuch idle Squabbles employ the Attention of the greatett 
part of its Members, the Affairs of the Society are ne- 
gleéted, and run into Confufion of courfe. This, tho of 
high Impostance to the People, they are the lait to dif- 
cern ; for {uch is their Antipathy to the Great, that too 
frequently they are the lefs fenfible of publick Calami- 


ties, becaufe in fuch the Great fuffer moft. A Temper | 


refembling that on which Terence makes this Remark, 
‘¢ That there are fome more overjoy’d at the Misfor- 
‘* tunes of others than at their own Good-luck.” 
Perhaps it may be alleg’d, that in a free Country this 
can never happen, when great Men are good ; or, that 
Innocence in Men of Power will be always found a 
fufficient Shield~againft Inveétive:—-But neither Reafon 
nor Experience warrants this Maxim, either in other 
Countries or in our own. Grandeur naturally creates 
Enemies, and where any Number of Men of tolerable 
Abilities fet themfelves to raife and fupport a Spirit of 
Difcontent, they rarely fail of fucceeding, tho’ gene- 
rally {peaking they fooner or later feel the ill Effects of 
their own Arts. Nay nothing is more certain than that 
Clamour runs always higheft againft fuch as leaft deferve 
it. For this two Reafons may be affign’d, that fuch as 


have done nothing amifs are lefs afraid of Imputations, | 


and fo allow Slander a fuller Scope than worfe Men 
would allow Truth; and that Charges which have no 
Foundation but in the Fancies of thofe who bring them, 
are of all others the hardeft to refute. However it be, 
let but once a few fenfelefs Tales fly abroad, and Ru- 
mour fhall enlarge them, till fuch as know them to be 
falfe ftand amazed, and find themfelves at a lofs what 
to fay. The Many are prejudiced by their Condition 
againft the Few, fo that they are always prone to be- 
lieve an evil Report, and very unwilling to part with an 
il Opinion. Erafmus knew this when he faid, ‘‘ As 
‘* there ase few Countries like Crete, abfolutely free

“* from Prifons ; fo fcarce any State is exempt froman 
‘© envious Spirit.” . 

We may affirm that another good Remedy is, to de- 
monitrate to the People that Inveétive ought not to pafs 
for Eloquence, which it too commonly does and fora 
Mark: of Sincerity alfo, tho’ in fact it is far from being 
Evidence of either. The making Verfes thro’ Spit® is: 
become proverbial, and Spite is certainly as good an 
a sores in making Speeches. Let a Man be but 
well heated, and he will never want Words to exprefe 
his Paffion. But fhall we call this Eloquence? No, 
furely. Let us make a Confcience in giving Names, 
and then we fhall call it what we ought to call it, Scold- 
ing. Then again as to the Magnanimity or Freedom 
ot Mind attributed to thefe Orators, is it at all exerted 
in the Service of the Publick? No, they gratify their 
own eager Spirits, andif they talk of the Nation, it is 
only becaufe they think it becoming, and that it ferves 
like a Stalking-horfe, to cover them while they take 
Aim. If Cicero fpoke honeftly when he declaimed 
againft Cata/ine, there were not wanting Speech-makers 
who afterwards turn’d the Tables and talk’d Cicero into 
Banifhment. Inveétive, like a Sword, is an Inftrument 
of Welfare to the Community, in good Hands; but of 
Death and Deftru€tion, in thofe f Defperadoes., 

From thefe Obfervations, thrown together as they 
occurred, I leave my Readers to make their own Con- 
clufions, as Reafon direéts and Occafions offer. I am 
far from afluming the Airs of fome of my Cotempora- 
ries, who treat their Patrons like School-boys, and while 
they have their Papers in one Hand feem to grafp the 
Rod in tother. I am far from being angry with any 
who differ with me,and fhall never think of arraigning a 
Man for want of common Senfe, becaufe his Senfe of fome 
Things varies from mine: But I thall always think it 
my Duty, in fpite of Rage and Obloquy, to treat Things 
freely and Perfons decently. This is the true Liberty ot 
the Prefs, that Liberty which ought always to be con- 
tended for, and fuch as pretend to fet up another, a Li- 
berty of Defaming whom they cannot refute, and of Li- 
belling whom they dare not accufe, may jufily be fu. 
{pected of ferving a prefent Turn, and being no Friend 
to the Liberty of the Prefs at bottom. For Fury and 
Refentment, whatever Caufe they are exprefied in, are 
dangerous Difpofitions ; and when, out of Power, Men 
fhew no Refpect to Fuffice, we can have no juft Hopes 
of their Moderation if ever, for our Sins, they thould 
get 1m.
